(iv ) Themanagement of the school shall also 
be required to submit a stamped Notorised 
Undertaking, stating that they shall bear the 
recurring expenses , day - to -day expenses and 
run the school bus if there is delay to release 
the recurring grants by the Department of 
Education for any reason .
